The couple cele- 
brated their Golden Wedding anni- 
versary in 1941 with an informal din- 
ner at home surrounded by many 
relatives and friends. 

Both Mrs, Mowrer. the former Su- 
san Kilpatrick Thomas, and her hus- 
band were born in the immediate 
neighborhood of Narberth and both 
Jived here al! of their lives. 

What is now called the Anthwyn 
Road residential section was once 
the large farm belonging to Mrs 
Mowrer' s father, the tract extending 
from the south side of Haverford 
Ave. to what is now Merion Ave. and 
stretching over to Rockland Ave.

lx»w Cost EgR Dishes to 
Supplement Meats 

Remember that a good egg when 
you buy it, will not remain a good 
egg unless it is treated right — 
keep eggs eool — and away from 
onions and other highly scented 
foods, because they absorb odors 
and flavors very easily. 

When you have good eggs, cook 
them properly, make them do their 
best for you, always. 

Baked Egrs with Cheese 

Break the desired number of eggs 
into a hot. well greased shallow pan. 
add butter or other fat. sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and pour 
enough milk over them just to cover. 
Cover with a mixture of soft bread 
crumbs and grated cheese. Bake in 
a moderate oven till eggs are set 
and the crumbs a nice brown. 

Scrambled Errs with Tomatoes 

Cook 2 cups of tomato pulp, fresh 
or canned till somewhat dry, (about 
ten minutes) in 2 tablespoons fat. 
Then add 8 eggs beaten just enough 
to break the yolks, cook over low 
heat and stir constantly until the 
eggs are set. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper and add. if desired, 
a teaspoonful finely chopped pars- 
ley.

CIVILIAN DEFENSE INFORMATION 



FUEL SAVING SUGGESTIONS 
FOR COAL CONVERTS 

The following useful information for householders who are 
using coal for fhe first time this; winter is offered by the U. S. 
Bituminous Coal Council with the OPA and OWI: 

For Bituminous Users: During the day— Before firing push 
some of the live coals to side or back of fire pot; place fresh 
coal in space created. If coal isj smokeless variety, level off live 
coals, make hole in center for ff«esh fuel; at night— if fire is low 
fire up as in the morning but add larger amount of coal. Push 
some of the live coals to rear or side of fire pot. When fire is 
burning well, close ash pit draft- door, open check damper, and 
adjust fire door damper toward closing. If uncerta.n that fire will 
hold over during the night, a sprinkling of fine coal over fresh 
fuel will help; in the morning— cl ean ashpit and shake grate. Turn 
grate to flat position, leave two inches on ash on grate in cold 
wea ther— up to six inches in mild weather. Remove all large 
clinkers through fire door. Add coal as described "during the 
day." Open ashpit draft dooir, leaving check damper tlosed 
until fire is burning well. Then adjust damDer and fire door 
damper so that flame is clear. 

For Anthracite Users: Durin g the day— coal is added evenly 
over surface except when pea or smaller siie is used. Then a 
spot of burning coal should be left at side or rear of fire pot to 
ignite gases released by fresh coal; at night— add coal, filling 
fire pot up to level of fire door. If very cold, it may be neces- 
sary to shake fire first to make room for fresh coal. Close ashpit 
draft door and open check daimper. If coal gas is noted, close 
check damper for a few minutes — leaving ashpit door closed. 
Reopen check damper when rid of the gas; in tfie morning— close 
check damper, clean ashpit an-d shake grate if necessary. On 
mildly cold days grates will not need shaking every morning — thus 
the fire will be held back and fuel saved. In cold weather shake 
until a few red coals drop to pit- Add coal as in "during the day." 



COLLECT THE TIN CANS 

AND "PASS THE AMMUNITION" 

Greater effort than ever in salvage activities is urged by the 
State Council of Defense for the final month of the year. Christ- 
mas giving this year must be to our fighting men — we must give 
them more ships, more planes, more tanks, more guns and more 
ammunition. Each individual must do his utmost to keep our 
mills supplied with metal scrap, rubber, silk, fats and rags for the 
Manufacture of weapons and ammunition. Scrap piles must grow 
and grow before Christmas; otherwise, we may have to either 
curtail our war production or dug through snowdrifts next Febru- 
ary for more scrap. The steel wills of this state must continue to 
Droduce materials at peek capacity. 

It becomes vitally important, therefore, that householders 
prepare the tin cans in the usu-al fashion, i.e., clean the cans, re- 
move all paper labels, remove top and bottoms, step on cans to 
flatten and place tops and bottoms inside cans. Cans should 
then be deposited in a suitable receptacle apart from all other 
refuse, ashes or debris. 

Maybe wc can bring our boys home for next Christmas if 
we give them more weapons an d more ammunition this Christmas 
with which to fight our enemies. Our job is to "pass the am- 
munition" from our homes. Collect the tins cans, prepare them 
and start them going through the proper channels so that the 
boys will have .riorc planes, unore ships, more tanks and more 
guns.

PREWIUNARY RULES LISTED 
FdrXMMOUT TO START DEC. 21 

Although the State Council of Defense at Harrisburg has 
not issued final rules concern ing the "dimout," which is con- 
templated for metropolitan Phi ladelphia beginning December 21, 
certain regulations have been made clear. 

The "dim down" or partial dimout, which is being ordered 
by the Army, calls for: 

1. Extinguishing of all exterior luminous signs, including 
advertising signs on walls and roofs and lighted bill-boards. 

2. Extinguishing of store lights in show windows if they 
are "exposed to sky view." 

3. Reduction of illumination in theatre marquees so no 
light shall be be visible above the horizontal. 

4. Elimination of building floodlights and holiday and 
decorative outdoor lights. 

Exempt from the "dim down" regulations, at least for the 
present, are street lights, auhomobile headlights, traffic lights, 
railroad and maritime lights awd lights of war plants. 

According to the suggested rules, "dim down" will be effec- 
tive every night beginning December 21, starting a half hour after 
sundown and ending a half hour before sunrise. 

Bonfires, brush fires and other outdoor^ fires must be com- 
pletely extinguished during the "dim down. 

£XAMINE LABELS ON. 
NEW PACKAGED GOODS 

The necessities of wartime economy have resulted in im- 
provements in packaging and in the quality of many products 
The new types of canned soups, for example, are higher in food 
value than the old style soups — one reason why most of them 
cost more. But if we pay rmore, we should see that the label 
bears the words "New and Improved Style" or "New Recipe. 

The average American under the voluntary meat sharing 
plan feasts on meat compared with the strict-rationing plan of 
meat products overseas in b-oth friendly arid enemy countries, 
in England the adult receive $ two pounds, in Germany three- 
quarters of a pound and in ll-aly one-quarter of a pound. How- 
ever, Americans can supplement their voluntary rations with so- 
called variety meats such as liver, hearts, kidneys, scrapple and 
tuch. Moreover, we can supplement our meats with fish and 
poultry while in Britain these products are very limited. 

Home economists offer us several meat substitutes such as 
cheese, peas, eggs, beans ancS whole cereals. Meats can a so be 
'stretched if we use combina tion meat recipes with vegetables 
and offer our families cassero-le dishes. 

Until formal rationing is organized, Americans must co- 
operate.
